BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:15

NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Distribution of taxes. (1) (a) For each calendar quarter, the department17

shall determine the amount of tax, late payment interest, and penalties collected under this part.18

(b)  For the purposes of distribution of oil and natural gas production taxes to county and school district19

taxing units under [section 2] and to the state, the department shall determine the amount of oil and natural gas20

production taxes paid on production in the taxing unit.21

(2)  The amount of oil and natural gas production taxes collected for the privilege and license tax22

pursuant to 82-11-131 must be deposited, in accordance with the provisions of 15-1-501, in the state special23

revenue fund for the purpose of paying expenses of the board, as provided in 82-11-135.24

(3)  (a) For tax year 2003 and succeeding tax years, the amount of oil and natural gas production taxes25

determined under subsection (1)(b) plus the phased-out amount distributed pursuant to 15-36-324(12)(b) as that26

section read on December 31, 2002, is allocated to each county according to the following schedule:27

(b)  The oil and natural gas production taxes allocated to each county must be deposited in the state2

special revenue fund and transferred to each county for distribution, as provided in [section 2].3

(4)  The department shall, in accordance with the provisions of 15-1-501, distribute the state portion of4

oil and natural gas production taxes remaining after the distributions pursuant to subsections (2) and (3) as5

follows:6

(a)  for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2003, 7.13% to be distributed as follows:7

(i)  at the beginning of fiscal year 2003, a total of $400,000 to the coal bed methane protection account8

established in 76-15-904; and9

(ii) all remaining proceeds to the state general fund;10

(b)  for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2003, through the fiscal year ending June 30, 2005, to be11

distributed as follows:12

(i)  1.23% to the coal bed methane protection account established in 76-15-904;13

(ii) 2.95% to the reclamation and development grants special revenue account established in 90-2-1104;14

(iii) 2.95% to the orphan share account established in 75-10-743; and15

(IV) 2.65% TO THE STATE SPECIAL REVENUE FUND TO BE APPROPRIATED TO THE MONTANA UNIVERSITY SYSTEM16

FOR THE PURPOSES OF THE STATE TAX LEVY AS PROVIDED IN 20-25-423; AND17

(iv)(V)  all remaining proceeds to the state general fund;18

(c)  for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2005, through the fiscal year ending June 30, 2011, to be19

distributed as follows:20

(i)  1.23% to the coal bed methane protection account established in 76-15-904;21

(ii) 5.90% to the reclamation and development grants special revenue account established in 90-2-1104;22

and23

(III) 2.65% TO THE STATE SPECIAL REVENUE FUND TO BE APPROPRIATED TO THE MONTANA UNIVERSITY SYSTEM24

FOR THE PURPOSES OF THE STATE TAX LEVY AS PROVIDED IN 20-25-423; AND25

(iii)(IV) all remaining proceeds to the state general fund; and26

(d)  for fiscal years beginning after June 30, 2011, to be distributed as follows:27

(i)  7.13% to the reclamation and development grants special revenue account established in 90-2-1104;28

and29

(II) 2.65% TO THE STATE SPECIAL REVENUE FUND TO BE APPROPRIATED TO THE MONTANA UNIVERSITY SYSTEM30
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FOR THE PURPOSES OF THE STATE TAX LEVY AS PROVIDED IN 20-25-423; AND1

(ii)(III) all remaining proceeds to the state general fund. 2

NEW SECTION.  Section 2.  Distribution of taxes to taxing units -- appropriation. (1) By the dates4

referred to in subsection (6), the department shall distribute oil and natural gas production taxes allocated under5

[section 1(3)] to each eligible county.6

(2)  (a) Each county treasurer shall distribute the amount of oil and natural gas production taxes7

designated under subsection (1), including the amounts referred to in subsection (2)(b), to the countywide8

elementary and high school retirement funds, countywide transportation funds, and eligible school districts9

according to the following schedule:10

(b)  (i) The county treasurer shall distribute 9.8% of the Custer County share to the countywide16

community college district in Custer County.17

(ii) The county treasurer shall distribute 14.5% of the Dawson County share to the countywide18

community college district in Dawson County.19

(3)  The remaining oil and natural gas production taxes for each county must be used for the exclusive20

use and benefit of the county, INCLUDING DISTRICTS WITHIN THE COUNTY ESTABLISHED BY THE COUNTY.21

(4)  (a) The county treasurer shall distribute oil and natural gas production taxes to school districts in22

each county referred to in subsection (2) as provided in subsections (4)(b) through (4)(d).23

(b)  The amount distributed to each K-12 district within the county is equal to oil and natural gas24

production taxes in the county multiplied by the ratio that oil and natural gas production taxes attributable to oil25

and natural gas production in the K-12 school district bear to total oil and natural gas production taxes26

attributable to total oil and natural gas production in the county AND MULTIPLY THAT AMOUNT BY THE SCHOOL27

DISTRICT PERCENTAGE FIGURE FOR THE COUNTY REFERRED TO IN SUBSECTION (2)(A).28

(c)  For the amount to be distributed to each elementary school district and to each high school district29

under subsection (4)(d), the department shall first determine the amount of oil and natural gas taxes in the high30
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school district that is attributable to oil and natural gas production in each elementary school district that is1

located in whole or in part within the exterior boundaries of a high school district and multiply that amount by the2

school district percentage figure for the county referred to in subsection (2)(a).3

(d)  (i) The amount distributed to each elementary school district that is located in whole or in part within4

the exterior boundaries of a high school district is equal to the amount determined in subsection (4)(c) multiplied5

by the ratio that the total mills of the elementary school district bear to the sum of the total mills of the elementary6

school district and the total mills of the high school district.7

(ii) The amount distributed to the high school district is equal to the amount determined in subsection8

(4)(c) multiplied by the ratio that the total mills of the high school district bear to the sum of the total mills of each9

elementary school district referred to in subsection (4)(c) and the total mills of the high school district.10

(5)  (a) Oil and natural gas production taxes calculated for each school district under subsections (4)(b)11

through (4)(d) must be distributed to each school district in the relative proportion of the mill levy for each fund.12

(b)  If a distribution under subsection (5)(a) exceeds the total budget for a school district fund, the board13

of trustees of an elementary or high school district may reallocate the excess to any budgeted fund of the school14

district.15

(6)  The department shall remit the amounts to be distributed in this section to the county treasurer by16

the following dates:17

(a)  On or before August 1 of each year, the department shall remit to the county treasurer oil and natural18

gas production tax payments received for the calendar quarter ending March 31 of the current year.19

(b)  On or before November 1 of each year, the department shall remit to the county treasurer oil and20

natural gas production tax payments received for the calendar quarter ending June 30 of the current year.21

(c)  On or before February 1 of each year, the department shall remit to the county treasurer oil and22

natural gas production tax payments received for the calendar quarter ending September 30 of the previous23

year.24

(d)  On or before May 1 of each year, the department shall remit to the county treasurer oil and natural25

gas production tax payments received for the calendar quarter ending December 31 of the previous year.26

(7)  The department shall provide to each county by May 31 of each year the amount of gross taxable27

value represented by all types of production taxed under 15-36-304 for the previous calendar year multiplied by28

60%. The resulting value must be treated as taxable value for county classification purposes under 7-1-2111.29

(8)  The distribution to taxing units under this section is statutorily appropriated, as provided in 17-7-502,30
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from the state special revenue fund.1

Section 3.  Section 7-1-2111, MCA, is amended to read:3

"7-1-2111.  Classification of counties. (1) For the purpose of regulating the compensation and salaries4

of all county officers, not otherwise provided for, and for fixing the penalties of officers' bonds, the counties of5

this state must be classified according to the taxable valuation of the property in the counties upon which the6

tax levy is made as follows:7

(a)  first class--all counties having a taxable valuation of $50 million or more;8

(b)  second class--all counties having a taxable valuation of $30 million or more and less than $509

million;10

(c)  third class--all counties having a taxable valuation of $20 million or more and less than $30 million;11

(d)  fourth class--all counties having a taxable valuation of $15 million or more and less than $20 million;12

(e)  fifth class--all counties having a taxable valuation of $10 million or more and less than $15 million;13

(f)  sixth class--all counties having a taxable valuation of $5 million or more and less than $10 million;14

(g)  seventh class--all counties having a taxable valuation of less than $5 million.15

(2)  As used in this section, "taxable valuation" means the taxable value of taxable property in the county16

as of the time of determination plus:17

(a)  that portion of the taxable value of the county on December 31, 1981, attributable to automobiles18

and trucks having a rated capacity of three-quarters of a ton or less;19

(b)  that portion of the taxable value of the county on December 31, 1989, attributable to automobiles20

and trucks having a manufacturer's rated capacity of more than three-quarters of a ton but less than or equal21

to 1 ton;22

(c)  that portion of the taxable value of the county on December 31, 1997, attributable to buses, trucks23

having a manufacturer's rated capacity of more than 1 ton, and truck tractors;24

(d)  that portion of the taxable value of the county on December 31, 1997, attributable to trailers, pole25

trailers, and semitrailers with a declared weight of less than 26,000 pounds;26

(e)  the value provided by the department of revenue under 15-36-324(14) [section 2(7)];27

(f)  50% of the taxable value of the county on December 31, 1999, attributable to telecommunications28

property under 15-6-141;29

(g)  50% of the taxable value in the county on December 31, 1999, attributable to electrical generation30
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property under 15-6-141;1

(h)  the value provided by the department of revenue under 15-24-3001; and2

(h)(i)  6% of the taxable value of the county on January 1 of each tax year."3

Section 4.  Section 15-1-501, MCA, is amended to read:5

"15-1-501.  Disposition of money from certain designated license and other taxes. (1) The state6

treasurer shall deposit to the credit of the state general fund in accordance with the provisions of subsection (3)7

all money received from the collection of:8

(a)  income taxes, interest, and penalties collected under chapter 30;9

(b)  all taxes, interest, and penalties collected under chapter 31;10

(c)  oil and natural gas production taxes distributed to the general fund under 15-36-324 [section 1];11

(d)  electrical energy producer's license taxes under chapter 51;12

(e)  the retail telecommunications excise tax collected under Title 15, chapter 53, part 1;13

(f)  liquor license taxes under Title 16;14

(g)  fees from driver's licenses, motorcycle endorsements, and duplicate driver's licenses as provided15

in 61-5-121;16

(h)  estate taxes under Title 72, chapter 16; and17

(i)  fees based on the value of currency on deposit and tangible personal property held for safekeeping18

by a foreign capital depository as provided in 15-31-803.19

(2)  The department shall also deposit to the credit of the state general fund all money received from20

the collection of license taxes and all net revenue and receipts from all sources, other than certain fees, under21

the operation of the Montana Alcoholic Beverage Code Title 16, chapters 1 through 4 and 6.22

(3)  Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the distribution of tax revenue must be made according23

to the provisions of the law governing allocation of the tax that were in effect for the period in which the tax24

revenue was recorded for accounting purposes. Tax revenue must be recorded as prescribed by the department25

of administration, pursuant to 17-1-102(2) and (4), in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles.26

(4)  All refunds of taxes must be attributed to the funds in which the taxes are currently being recorded.27

All refunds of interest and penalties must be attributed to the funds in which the interest and penalties are28

currently being recorded."29

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Section 5.  Section 15-36-304, MCA, is amended to read:1

"15-36-304.  Production tax rates imposed on oil and natural gas. (1) The production of oil and2

natural gas is taxed as provided in this section. The tax is distributed as provided in 15-36-324 [sections 1 and3

2].4

(2)  Natural gas is taxed on the gross taxable value of production based on the type of well and type of5

production according to the following schedule for working interest and nonworking interest owners:6

(a)  (i) first 12 months of qualifying production 0.5% 14.8%9

(ii) after 12 months:10

(A)  pre-1999 wells 14.8% 14.8%11

(c)  horizontally completed well production:14

(i)  first 18 months of qualifying production 0.5% 14.8%15

(ii) after 18 months 9% 14.8%16

(3)  The reduced tax rates under subsection (2)(a)(i) on production for the first 12 months of natural gas17

production from a well begins following the last day of the calendar month immediately preceding the month in18

which natural gas is placed in a natural gas distribution system, provided that notification has been given to the19

department.20

(4)  The reduced tax rate under subsection (2)(c)(i) on production from a horizontally completed well for21

the first 18 months of production begins following the last day of the calendar month immediately preceding the22

month in which natural gas is placed in a natural gas distribution system, provided that notification has been23

given to the department.24

(5)  Oil is taxed on the gross taxable value of production based on the type of well and type of production25

according to the following schedule for working interest and nonworking interest owners:26

(6)  (a) The reduced tax rates under subsection (5)(a)(i) for the first 12 months of oil production from a21

well begins following the last day of the calendar month immediately preceding the month in which oil is pumped22

or flows, provided that notification has been given to the department.23

(b)  (i) The reduced tax rates under subsection (5)(d)(i) on oil production from a horizontally completed24

well for the first 18 months of production begins following the last day of the calendar month immediately25

preceding the month in which oil is pumped or flows, provided that if the well has been certified as a horizontally26

completed well to the department by the board.27

(ii) The reduced tax rate under subsection (5)(f)(i) on oil production from a horizontally recompleted well28

for the first 18 months of production begins following the last day of the calendar month immediately preceding29

the month in which oil is pumped or flows, provided that if the well has been certified as a horizontally30
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recompleted well to the department by the board.1

(c)  Incremental production is taxed as provided in subsection (5)(e) only if the average price for each2

barrel of oil as reported in the Wall Street Journal for west Texas intermediate crude oil during a calendar quarter3

is less than $30 a barrel. If the price of oil is equal to or greater than $30 a barrel in a calendar quarter as4

determined in subsection (6)(d), then incremental production from pre-1999 wells and from post-1999 wells is5

taxed at the rate imposed on primary recovery production under subsections (5)(a)(ii)(A) and (5)(a)(ii)(B),6

respectively, for production occurring in that quarter, other than exempt stripper well production. Stripper well7

exemption production is taxed as provided in subsection (5)(c) only if the average price for a barrel of oil as8

reported in the Wall Street Journal for west Texas intermediate crude oil during a calendar quarter is less than9

$38 a barrel.10

(d)  For the purposes of subsection (6)(c), the average price for each barrel must be computed by11

dividing the sum of the daily price for west Texas intermediate crude oil as reported in the Wall Street Journal12

for the calendar quarter by the number of days on which the price was reported in the quarter.13

(7)  The tax rates imposed under subsections (2) and (5) on working interest owners and nonworking14

interest owners must be adjusted to include the privilege and license tax adopted by the board of oil and gas15

conservation pursuant to 82-11-131."16

Section 6.  Section 15-36-314, MCA, is amended to read:18

"15-36-314.  Deficiency assessment -- local government severance tax deficiency assessment19

-- review -- penalty and interest. (1) When If the department determines that the amount of the tax due,20

including the amount due for the local government severance tax, is greater than the amount disclosed by a21

return, it shall mail to the taxpayer a notice, pursuant to 15-1-211, of the additional tax proposed to be assessed.22

The notice must contain a statement that if payment is not made, a warrant for distraint may be filed. The23

taxpayer may seek review of the determination pursuant to 15-1-211.24

(2)  (a) The department shall collect deficiency assessments of the local government severance tax in25

the same manner as it collects oil and natural gas production tax deficiency assessments.26

(b)  Any local government severance taxes that are collected on oil and natural gas production occurring27

after December 31, 1988, and before January 1, 1995, must be treated as current revenue for the purposes of28

distribution and must be distributed pursuant to 15-36-324(12)(a) [section 2].29

(3)  Penalty and interest must be added to a deficiency assessment as provided in 15-1-216."30

Section 7.  Section 15-36-315, MCA, is amended to read:2

"15-36-315.  Credit or refund for overpayment -- refund from county -- interest on overpayment.3

(1) If the department determines that the amount of tax, penalty, or interest due for any taxable period is less4

than the amount paid, the amount of the overpayment must be credited against any tax, penalty, or interest then5

due from the taxpayer and the balance refunded to the taxpayer or its successor through reorganization, merger,6

or consolidation or to its shareholders upon dissolution.7

(2)  (a) The amount of an overpayment credited against any tax, penalty, or interest due for any tax8

period or any refund or portion of a refund, which has not been distributed pursuant to 15-36-324 [section 2],9

must be withheld from the current distribution made pursuant to 15-36-324 [section 2].10

(b)  If the amount of the refund reduces the amount of tax previously distributed pursuant to 15-36-32411

[section 2] and if the current distribution, if any, is insufficient to offset the refund, then the department shall12

demand the amount of the refund from the county to which the tax was originally distributed. The county13

treasurer shall remit the amount demanded within 30 days of the receipt of notice from the department.14

(3)  A refund that is paid by the department for an overpayment of the local government severance tax15

for oil or natural gas production occurring after December 31, 1988, and before January 1, 1995, must be treated16

as issued for the current distribution period for distribution purposes, and the refund must be apportioned in the17

same manner as taxes are distributed pursuant to 15-36-324(12)(a) [section 2].18

(4)  Except as provided in subsection (5), interest must be allowed on overpayments at the same rate19

as is charged on unpaid taxes provided in 15-1-216 beginning from the due date of the return or from the date20

of overpayment, whichever date is later, to the date on which the department approves refunding or crediting21

of the overpayment.22

(5)  (a) Interest may not accrue during any period in which the processing of a claim for refund is delayed23

more than 30 days by reason of failure of the taxpayer to furnish information requested by the department for24

the purpose of verifying the amount of the overpayment.25

(b)  Interest is not allowed:26

(i)  7.13% 4.18% to the reclamation and development grants special revenue account established in15

90-2-1104; and16

(ii) 2.95% to the orphan share account established in 75-10-743; and17

(III) 2.65% TO THE STATE SPECIAL REVENUE FUND TO BE APPROPRIATED TO THE MONTANA UNIVERSITY SYSTEM18

FOR THE PURPOSES OF THE STATE TAX LEVY AS PROVIDED IN 20-25-423; AND19

(ii)(iii)(IV) all remaining proceeds to the state general fund."20
